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RACING GOSSIP. 

The current Racing Calendar prints a lot of 
amendments to the Eastern racing roles which 
are to be passed upon by the Jockey Club at its 
next meeting November 12. 

The most important of the amendment to be 
submitted is in relation to the scale of weights. 
The change proposed is a general raising of the 
scale for all ages and at all distances. The im- 
posts for two and three-year-old show the great- 
est increase in the fall of the year, at which sea- 
son they have always been favored under the 
old scale. 

A comparison of the old with the new scale 
shows an increase of four or five pounds during 
the spring and summer months, the first of the 
marked changes appearing in September. Two- 
year-olds in races at a mile run in that month 
will carry 89 in place of 79 pounds, and in Octo- 
ber and November there is a change of 9 pounds. 
In short dashes at five and six furlongs, the old 
scale was 91 pounds in September and 94 pounds 
in October. Under the new scale they will be 
asked to carry 103 and 105 pounds in the months 
named. With the older horses there is an in- 
crease all down the line of from 3 to 11 pounds. 

Rule 84 is to be amended by the addition of 
the clause: “No horse shall carry less than 84 
pounds in any race.” 

An addition to the regulations for race meet- 
ings that will do away with big fields on nar- 
row tracks is proposed. It reads: “The num- 

ber of starters in any overnight race shall be 
limited by the width of the track at the start- 
ing post. Every horse shall be allowed five feet 
of the width of the track. The number of 
starters shall be reduced to the proper number 
by lot or division of the race, at the option of 
the association.’’ The effect of this will be to 
materially improve the sport. 

In cases where an apprentice allowance is 
claimed, an owner will not be permitted to aban- 
don such allowance, except by consent of the 
stewards. This point was raised during a recent 
meeting at Aqueduct by “Father Bill’’ Daly. 
The decision at the time was that the allow- 
ance could not be abandoned, but leaving it at 
the option of the stewards is certainly a satis- 
factory method of handling such cases. 

REGISTRATION RULE IS KEEN. 

The Jockey Club which now owns the Ameri- 
can Stud Book and is omnipotent in racing 
registration issues this official notice: 

Horses foaled in the United States must be 
registered with the Registry Office by November 
1 of the year in which they were foaled. 

The registration fee shall be $2 for each ani- 
mal, which will include certificate. 

Only horses are eligible for register under 
this rule which have either five uncontaminated 
thoroughbred crosses, or which authentically 
trace through or to animals recorded in the first 
six volumes of the American Stud Book, or in a 
recognized Stud Book of another country. 

If it be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Stewaids of the Jockey Club that the failure of 
registration be unintentional or accidental, 
such registration may be permitted by the pay- 
ment of a fine of $10, for the registration, pro- 
vided such application be made on or before 
December 31 of each year; and if after said 
date, upon payment of a fine of $50.00, each 

registration. 

CAILFORNIA J. C. STAKES. 

Owners should not forget that the Cal- 
ifornia Jockey Club Stakes close Satur- 
day. They should also notice the new 
reservation of the right on the part of 
the club to change the steeplechase 
stake events to hurdle races of about 
the same distance and to run them on 
the main track at Oakland. 



SUNBURST’S GOOD RACE. 

The talent had a winning yesterday at Ideal 
Park, four decided favorites and two equally as 
well played second choices winning. Ten books 
and a field book were on and handled more than 
the usual money. Still they complain that the 
game is not what it ought to be. 

The racing itself was interesting, all of the 
winners with the exception of Indra being un- 
der pressure at finish. 

The seven and one-half furlong handicap for 
all ages was the afternoon’s feature and Cush- 
ing’s Sunburst with pounds the best of the 
weights won rather handily. Cushing played a 
smart trick that won the race. Umbrella was 
in and backed by his party for a “good thing.” 
His forte is speed and Cushing gave Clay, who 
rode Pinkey Potter, instructions to carry the 
Wagner colt along, The boy rode to orders and 
at the head of the stretch both Pinkey Potter 
and Umbrella were staggering. Sunburst who 
had been saved the early part of the race then 
made his run and won a well planned race. 

A close and exiting finish came out of the 
fifth race, which was at four and a half furlongs 



for two year olds. Squan and Uncle Simon were 
about equal favorites, but the former was never 
dangerous. Uncle Simon won but only after the 
hardest kind of a struggle through the stretch 
with Fonclif. 

Repeater looked like an even money chance 
for the first race. Still, at some stages of the 
betting he was as good as 3 to 1. He was off 
well, and better ridden, won as he should. 

Sidkel, despite his recent poor race behind 
Ida M. the day before, was strongly played to 
beat Uncas. He did it and landed a big bet for 
his owner. 

Indra, long overdue, was in a soft spot, and 
at odds on won in a big gallop. He is real good 
now and can hold his own in the track s best 
company.

A DECISION IN FAVOR OF RACING. 

Wednesday, October 21, the New York Court 
of Appeals handed down a decision which rein- 
forces the present Percy-Gray law. 

The decision affirms with costs the order of 
the lower court in the case of the People ex. 
rel. Edward Weaver, appellant, against City 
Warden John Van De Carr of New York city. 
This was an appeal from an order of the Appel- 
late Division which affirmed an order of Special 
Term dismissing the writ of habeas corpus and 
remanding W’eaver for trial. 

Weaver was held In New York city on a com- 
mitment which sets forth that he was indicted 
for violating section 351 of the Penal Code, 
better known as the section prohibiting pool- 
selling and bookmaking. It was urged that the 
statute was unconstitutional, and that by rea- 
son thereof the relator was illegally held, being 
held for violating an unconstitutional law. 
Judge Martin writes the opinion, in which all 
concur. 

A careful examination of the law, he says, 
fails to show any provision authorizing gam- 
bling or poolselling. In conclusion, he says : 



“We think it cannot be fairly said that the 
provisions of this statute are in conflict with 
any of the provisions of the Constitution, and 
hence it should be upheld.”
